poor, needy or impotent, for their Suſtentation and Relief, 
till Time ſhall ceaſe; Limiting his Charity, where only 
it ought to be limited, to the moſt proper Objects. 
And we prqmiſe ourſelves, that the preſent moſt 
Worthy Guardian of this Charity, will pay ſo juſt a 
Regard to the Deſign of the pious Founder, as for his 
Part to prevent all Occafion of Complaint, of its be- 
ing miſapplied or abuſed. Provided only, that the 
Perſons from whoſe Hands he commonly receives the 
Recommendation of the Poor, be ſo good as to con- 
fider firſt ; whom they recommend, and be careful 
that the moſt deſerying Objects only; I mean the 
conſciencious, the laborious and infirm. Poor; fuch 
as appear to. have ſome Senſe; of Religion, and ſome 
Regard to what is decent and. f goed Rapurt ;/ ſuch as 
have not reduced themſelwes to Want by their Ex- 
travaganee, Idleneſs or Debauchery; but have fallen 
to thro” Misfortune, Age, Sickneſs, the Charges 
of a numerous Family, or other unavoidable Accidents 
iſſuing from the fecret: Springs of a wiſe Providence; 
obtain from them theſe recommendatory Teſtimonials; 
on which the beſt Men; where they muſt otherwiſe 
be Strangers to the Character of thoſe who fue for 
their Fauour, muſt depend; to enable them to make 
a proper Choice, to fill up ſuch a charitable Founda- 
tion; agreeably to their own good. Intentions, and 
the pious Deſign of the firſt Donor. 


This is a Method, whereby every Perſon that re- 
commends a proper Object of Charity, may in ſome 
Senſe make himſelf a Sharer in the good Deeds and 
charitable Acts of other Men; and alſo in: the Reward 


of em. Becauſe, tho he may not have where withal

to give of his own Subſtance, in ſo ample a Manner 
as the Founders of Schools and Hoſpitals have done; 
yet he becomes an Inſtrument of turning their Bounty 
into the proper 
ſhould run; and makes their Benefactions prove of 


real Uſe and Benefit to the World, and to the Society 


to which they belong. 


And.indeed, unleſs hes be taken to make a Cha- 
rity uſeful; unleſs Men have a fuitable Regard. to the 
Worthineſs of the Object, Charity loſes even its Name, 
as well as its Reward. For we may learn from St.

I. Let us confider, who the Poor are whom the 
Wiſe-man in my Text recommends, as the proper 
Objects of our Charity; when he tells us, that H. 
that giveth unto 'the Poor © ſhall not lack: i. e. ſhall 
never himſelf want that which he ſo gives. Now 


Tho' it may be requiſite that all, who are really 
poor and deſtitute of the Neceſſaries of Life, ſhould 
be ſupplied and relieved out of the Abundance of 
others; by whatever Means they may have been re- 
diced to Poverty: yet T conceive the Relief of the 
Poor is a Duty, more eſpecially incumbent upon thoſe 
of better Condition and © Circumſtances z when the 

r have become ſuch, either thro' unavoidable 
Misfortunes and calamitous Accidents, as they may 
have ſprung from, and been directed by the ſecret 
Workings of Divine Providence; or by Reaſon of their 
Age and Sckneſs, or perhaps from the neceſſary Charge 
of educating and providing for a numerous Family; 
or other unhappy Occaſions, not their Fault.

Such Poor as theſe ſeem beſt to deſerve ſuitable 
Relief and Comfort: and theſe I look upon to be 
thoſe Objects, whom Solomon recommends to our 
Charity; as they are doubtleſs the Poor, whom God 
has a ſpecial Regard to, and will reward us for re- 
lieving them: eſpecially, if they behave: themiſelves 
in their poor Eſtate in ſuch a Manner as he has re- 
quired; I mean with Humility, with Diligence and 
Honeſty, with a Senſe of God's Providence and quiet 
Submiſſion to his Will; and endeavour to : entitle 
themſelves to his Favour, by a fincere Obedience to 
his Commands. And 


1. Thoſe

1. Thoſe Poor are, as I conceive, the proper Ob- 
jects of Charity; that are become poor by Misfortunes 
and Calamities, not of their own bringing, but of 
God's Allotment in the Courſe: of his wiſe Providence. 
And indeed human Nature, with ſuch as have not 
caſt. off Humanity, teaches them, readily to relieve 
this Kind of Poor. The bare hearing of a very cala- 
mitous Caſe ; as when Men have greatly ſuffered by 
Fire, or Shipwreck, or the Barbarity of Enemies and 
Villains, or other grievous Misfortunes; preſently 
raiſes the Pity of all that have any Bowels of Com- 
paſſion. We can't be eaſy in ourſelves, till we do 
ſomething towards their Relief and Aſſiſtance. The 
Unhappinels of the Caſe my for itſelf; and there is 
, pitiable; 175 e an Object... For we preſently 
make ſach 2 Caſe our own, and. think how hard it 
would be, were we: ourſelves by any ſuch-like Acci- 
dent brought into very great Diſtreſs, to have no Pity 
ſhewn us; and to be left deſtitute and helpleſs under 
it. Nature itſelf teaches us this Leſſon of Charity and 
Compa ſſion; and that in ſo ſtrong a Manner, that we 
find it in many Caſes very difficult to withſtand the 
Sollicitations of it; tho' it has often been found to 
lead us into the miſplaced Charity of relieving the 
moſt improper Objects: thoſe I mean, who relying 
upon, the Tenderneſs of human Nature, paſs them- 
ſelves for great Sufferers where they are not known; 
and invent lamentable Stories to raiſe Compaſſion in 
ſuch as are Strangers to their Knavery and Baſeneſs: 
nay, and who many times find their Account in the 
Cheat, ſo far as to obtain a Boon and an Alms, where 
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if they had their Deſerts, they would have been re- 
warded with a Rod and a n F 


However, the Poſſibility of dens impoſed upon, 
ſhould not make us ſhat up our Bowels, from ſuch 
as appear to be in great Want; and where there are 
reaſonable Grounds of Belief: dut having uſed proper 
Caution, it will become us to hearken to the Leſſon 

of Compaſſion which Nature will teach us. And 
this we ſhall the rather be inclined to do, if we 
conſider that God, for wife Reaſons of his own, 
often leaves them thus expoſed, and ſuffers them to 
fall into ſuch Circumſtances of Diſtreſs; perhaps to 
try their Patience and Faith, and Conſtaney. And 
then if we look upon them as ſnitten by Him, and 
ſuch as He hath wounded; we cannot ſurely forget 
our own Demerits : we cannot forget; to whoſe un- 
deſerved Mercy and' Goodneſs it is owing ; that we 
have not ourſelves fallen into the We or more reren 
Calamities 


f And as Charity is tbe only Atonement, an Atonement 
in a qualified Senfe, that we can make for our Sins; 
this is the only Method we can take, beſides 
our Repentance, to recommend ourſelves to the Di- 
vine Compaſſion and Forbearance. And He that 
giveth unto ſuch afflicted and diſtteſſed Poor ſpall not 
lack; ſhall be preſerved by the merciful Pro- 
vidence of God, from falling under ſuch Mis- 
Fortunes, as to become the Object of W ora 7

to give, as proper Objects of our Charity, in the 
Senſe of the Wiſe-man in the Text, are ſuch as are 
become Poor, thro' Sickneſs, or Age, and thoſe other 
Weakneſſes of Body or Mind, which are incident to 
human Nature.

All of us draw nearer every Day than 
other to Old Age; and thete are ſo many Pairs, and 
Aches and Weakneſſes, which attend that State, with- | 
out the Load of any acute Diſtemper, to make it ! 
more grievous z that when we ſee Men already 
ſtooping under the Weight of their Vears, it puts us 
in Mind of what we ſhall ourſelves hereafter be; if 
ſome ger Sickneſs ul. us not off before. 


And ate, as we 5 FIN Comfort and Suc- 
cour ourſelves in that uncomfortable Time; methinks 
we ſhould not ſlip the Opportunity we have.; in this 
calm Seaſon of our younger Years, and Health, and 
Strength; to ſhew oft Senſe and Fellow - feeling of 
their Anxidty and. Weaknels, whow Age of. Sickneſs 
hath already overtaken. Conſideriug gur ſelves, that it 
is one Day le to be our on Caſe ; and that it is God's 
Goodneſs to us, that we are as yet free and at Eaſe: 
that the preſent RBleſſings of Health and Proſperity 
which we enjoy, may ſoon be tutned, if a kind 
Providdhce do not prevent it, into Serra. ahd Weak- 
neſs and: Miſery.

I need not ſay, how great a Com- 
fort the Reflexion on our having thus remember d 
them, would afford us; if ever We ſhould happen 
to fall into like Misfortunes : which-was: the Caſe of 
holy Fob” For however he might complain, in the 
Bitterneſs of his Soul, of the Reproach and ill Treat- 
ment he met with in the Time of his Afflictions: yet 
was it no doubt a ſecret Spring of Satisfaction and Joy 
in his Mind, that he could with ſuch Confidence pro- 
feſs His Sympathy with the afflicted and Compaſſion 
for the Poor: Did not I eẽ,ü for bim that was in 
Trouble ? Was not my Soul gritved for the Poor ? That 
he could make that bold Appeal to God, concerning 
his Beneficence and Charity in the Days of his Proſ- 
perity ; I vas Eyes to the Blind, and Feet: as I to the 
Lame; I was a Father to the Poor. The Bleſſing of him 
that was ready to periſ came upon me, —＋ I cauſed 
the.

Nor war his his compatiionate-Diſpoſition. and 
Regard for the Poor, always forgotten: he found: at 
laſt an ample Return to his Piety and Charity.

3. A third Sort of Poor, who ſeem to be peculiar- 
ly entitled to Help and Relief, whom therefore the 
wiſe Author of my Text may be ſuppoſed to have 
in View; are ſuch Poor as may have been kept poor 
and low, by the Numerouſneſs of their Charge, and 
hs Inſufficiency of even the moſt laborious Induſtry, 

to. provide for a large Family of Children. Such an 
Occaſion of. Poverty as this cannot be diſguiſed or 
concealed, nor yet feigned or counterfeited. For 
every one that knows, how many Mouths are to be 
fed by the Labour of one Man, can eaſily judge 
whether the Labour of one Man will bring in ſut- 
ficient to feed ſo many Mouths, And if we ſee and 
know a Man's Wants; if we know that a Man does 
all that he can do; if we cannot reproach him with 
Idleneſs or Extravagance: : it will be a very hard 
Matter for any one, who has this World's Goods and 
feeth his Brother have need, to find out a tolerable Ex- 
cuſe:for ſhutting up the B owels F bis Compaſſion from 
im: as it muſt be a very improvident Saving to a 
Man himſelf; becauſe he ſtops and dams up the 
Spring, from whence his own Plenty flows, Whence 
the Waters that have refreſhed him will either 
ſtagnate, and become unfit for his own Uſe; or elſe 
will find themſelves another Channel, where they 
may flow with Freedom, and ſpread their Streams 5 
the enriching the neighbouring Lands. In either 
Caſe the Man's own Ground mult at length become 
Barren and Unfruitful, for want of the Streams 
that uſed to refr eln and enrich it. And in like

of what he poſſeſſeth, and from the Narrowneſs of 
his Mind confines thoſe liberal Communications, 
made him by-a bountifal Pr ovidence; to himſelf, or to 
his own, or to a few; to the Neglect of many, for 
whoſe Relief and Comfort thoſe Communications were 
entruſted with him; forgets, how ſoon they may 
be removed by him that made them, and a better 
$tcwwerd appointed to diſtribute | them. — I ſay a 
Steward, becauſe none of us ate ftrictlyrand properly 
Owners of what we have. We are only entruſted, 
to provide for the great Family whereof we are 
Members, in the Nature of Steuards who are ac- 
countable to their Lord and Maſter. Now it will 
greatly recommend both the Wiſdom and the Faith- 
fulneſs of a Steward, to diſtribute among the Houſhold 
that Porticm of Meat which is proper for them; and 
in due Proportion to their ſeveral Occaſions. And if 
theſe be confidered, ſuch as are oppreſſed with a 
double Charge will certainly be remembred in the 
firſt Place, and have a double Portion allotted them. 
And he that being entruſted, ſhall execute his Charge 
with equal Diligence and Impartiality; may rea- 
ſonably hope to have his Powers enlarged, from the 
gracious Diſpoſition of his heavenly Lord and Maſter: 
for that he that giveth to the moſt neceſſitous, la- 
borious and indigent Poor ſhall not lach; ſhall neither 


himſelf ever ſaffer Want, nor yet be deſtitute of 


Means and Abilities to adminiſter to thoſe who do.

4. Thoſe Poor in Spirit, upon whom our Lord 
pronounces a peculiar Bling: if they be ſuch as 
cultivate | thoſe Graces and Virtues, which become 
their Condition and entitle them to the Favour of 
God. I mean, if their Piety and Devotion towards 
God]; if their Patience, Contentedneſs and holy Truſt 
in his Goodneſs ; if their Humility and Refignation to 
his Will ; if their Heavenly-mindedneſs, and Looſeneſs 
to the Things of this World; if their Induſtry, Fru- 
gality and Femperance with Regard to themſelves ; 
if their Honeſty, and Meekneſs and Faithfulneſs with 
Regard to other Men ; appear by their Behaviour and 
Deportment in the low Station they are in: they that 
are adorned with theſe Graces and Virtues, who are 
thus cloathed with the Righteouſneſs of the Saints, be- 
ing otherwiſe de/iztute and afflicted : theſe doubtleſs 
are the Poor, whom the Wiſe- man in my Text moſt 
efpecially recommends ; theſe above all other Poor 
are entitled to our Charity. And whatever we give 
them, out of Regard to their Virtues, from a Senſe of 
their Merits, in Conſideration of their Sufferings, and 
out of Obedience to their Maſter and ours ; who for 
a Trial of their Virtues has made them poor ; will 
aſſuredly entitle us ſo far to the Protection and 
Favour of his good Providence, that we fall ncver 
lack. Whatever is beſtowed on theſe virtuous and 
religious Poor ſhall not loſe its Reward. And this

IT. To conſider in a few Words the Encourage- 
ment given in my Text, to continue and abound in 
the Exerciſe of Charity: He that power unto the Poor 
ſhall not lack. | | 


1. The natural genſe of which Words i that no 
Man will ever want that which he gives to the Poor, 
with a charitable Deſign to relieve them in their 
Diſtreſs. He need not fear, that he ſhall impoveriſh 
himſelf, by contributing of his good Things to them 
that want. And ſo the Words are an Argument, to 
take off that Diſtruſt of God's Providence; which is 
apt to make us ſhut our Hands, when we ſhould 
open them; and the Fear which Men may ſometimes 
lie under, of reducing themſelves to Want, if they 
were to give to thoſe Objects of Charity that may 
offer; by aſſuring them of the Groundleſneſs of ſuch 
a Fear or Diftruſt : for that this is the Means to ſecure 
the Favour and the Bleſſing of God; that he will 
make up to 'em all that they expend in charitable 
Works, and will watch over them and their Sub- 
ſtance, and by his ſecret Influence make 'em flouriſh 
and increaſe the more : in one Word, that they ſhall 
not themſelves be at length one Jot the poorer, for 
that which they ſhall give to the Poor and Needy. 


And this is agrecable to the whole Tenor of the 
Scriptures, and the Purport of many Promiſes we 
therein find : which 1s yet further confirmed, by the 
actual Experience of King David, as he aſſures us, 
Plal. xxxvii. 25. I have been young, ſaith he, and 
ww ari old; yet have T not ſeen the Righteous forſaken, 
aer lis Seed be gig Bread, And what he means by 

the

the righteous Man he explains in the next Words, 
he is ever merciful and lendeth, Where you may ſee, 
that the charitable Man is not only himſelf ſecure 
from Want; but his Children and Poſterity after him: 
for it follows, and bis Seed is blefſed. © _

2 1. Regulate our Charity by the Meaſures o Pru- 
dence and Diſeretion: we are to be charitable, but 
not prodigal; we are to give according to our ſeyeral 
Abilities, in ſuch a Meaſure as our 7 8 enable us, 
after having made a reaſonable, Proviſion: for thoſe 
who depend on us; and in Proportion to what we 
can ſparè: as the Sentence is worded in the Offertory 

before the Communion, Be merciful after thy Power. 
Tf thou haſt-much, give plenteoufly ; if thou haſt little, 
40 thy. eG Ie gladly lo give of, that little, He that 
bath Abundance, ſhould . give Alms accordingly; and 


be that hath but a. little, ſhould nat he afraid to give 
according to that little. But he that hath Hut à little; 
if he be ſo unwiſe as to give in the ſame Proportion, 
as he that'bath Abundance, will ſoon reap the Fruits 
of his Indiſcretion, in the Diminution of his Subſtance. 
For he muſt not expect, that is, he cannot reaſonably 
expect, that God. ſhould open for him the Stores 
of Heaven, whilſt under the Pretence of Charity 
he ſeems to be feeding his Vanity.
